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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-10,1 2-21 , 23-25, and 27-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The primary reason for allowance of claim 1 , is that the prior art does not teach 
or fairly suggest an apparatus for producing alcohol comprising a grinding station 
comprising a separator and a feeder, the separator configured to separate part of seed 
coat portions and the feeder is configured to feed the separated dry seed coats directly 
to a dryer where they function as a carrier medium for vinasse. 

4. Similarly, the primary reason for allowance of claim 41 (renumbered claim 38), is 
that the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a process for producing alcohol 
comprising the step of feeding the seed coat portions after grinding and separating 
steps to a dryer where they serve as carrier material for the vinasse to be dried in the 
dryer. 

5. Similarly, the primary reason for allowance of claim 42 (renumbered claim 39), is 
that the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for producing alcohol 
comprising feeding means for feeding dry seed coat portions from the grinding means to 
the dryer where the dry seed coat portions serve as a carrier medium for vinasse.
